| On the occasion of tho one hundredth anniversary of 
! tho Conservatory at Stuttgardt, the King of "Wurtomburg 
j conferred upon it especial protection, and decorated tho 
! director Fesst with the order of Frederick for the services 
| rendered by him to religious music and popular song. 

There has been a great musical festival, lasting three 
. days, at Aix la Chapelle. M, Julius Rietz, of Dresden, 
, was director, and the affair went off in the most satisfac- 
! tory manner, after drawing together immense lumbers 
' from all parts of Germany. 

The theatre of Kouigsbeig has had a acbutaut, on its 
; boards of no ordinary merit in tho person of M. Von II- 
j lenberger, an officer of tho Austrian army. M. Illenber. 
; ger was taken prisoner at the battle of Konigsberg and 
carried to Dantzic. Tho diroctor of the Opera at that 
place discovered the beauty of tho prisoner's vcicc, and I 
managed to persuade him to lay down the laurels of war j 
for those of the theatre. After spending the intervening i 
time in study, M. Ilk nberger has developed one of the j 
finest tenors in Europe, and succeeded in eliciting the! 
most unbounded praise. 

Stockholm has, lik^ Leipsic, gone L' Africa s,<c mad. j 
Mile. Michaeli and the young tenor M. Labatt have created ' 
a genuine sousation, being every night encored to satiety. ' 
"The ship and the tree," as well as the Goat, bring forth j 
the encomiums of tho press and the correspondents, and, 
as tho matter now stands, L* Afrlcoine bids fair to run 
the entire season out. 

There is considerable discussion over the subvention 
for La Fenice at Venice, from the fact that the impressiaro, 
Marzi, wants more than ho is likely to got. The munici- 
pal Council offor 79,000 lire for the season of 1807 and '08, 
and La Societe <lu Theatre, will make the sum 158,000 lire, 
but for this demand the privilege of appointing the dl- 
\ rector. 

A now opera by MM. Dostanbery and Miny, entitled 
; Franz Achrrmann, has been accepted at tho Theatre Na- 
] tional of Brussels, and will soon be brought out. 

At Rio Janeiro they are giving Offenbach with innnenso 
success. L'Orphec aux Evfers has reached its 310th rc- 
' presentation, and La llelle Ffe.le.ne and Fiarhc-Bteue. draw 
j with undiminished popularity. 

A grand musical dinner has been givon at the Hotej 
Ville, Paris, to the Viceroy of Egypt. The orchestra was 
under the direction of Pasdeloup. 

The grand musical festival organized by the Imperial 
Commission to come off at the Exposition during the 
month of July, is assuming collossal proportions. Threo 
hundred and forty societies will be represented, with six 
thousand singers, eighty instrumental societies from all 
parts of Europo, comprising two thousand oxecutants. 
The modals to be distributed are valued at 70,0o0 francs.
